Plea By Roosevelt 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb, 3 — 
De­ 
spite a plea by President Roosevelt 
and a stubborn fight by the farm 
bloc, a drastically reduced agricult­ 
ural approriation bill w'as before 
the senate today, 
As finally passed by a weary 
house after l l hours of steady de­ 
bate, the bill calls for expenditures 
of $722,475,25*3 for the fiscal year 
starting 
next July—more 
than 
$106,000,000 less than the sum re­ 
quested in the budget. 
In 
a dozen votes on 
proposed 
amendments, the bitterly fighting 
rural legislators won only one ma­ 
jor victory, the restoration of $47,- 
975,000 for benefit payments to su­ 
gar producers. 
Economy-minded Democrats and 
Republicans held a solid line on 
other votes to battle down such 
proposed 
major 
restorations 
as 
$72,000,000 for the surplus foods 
stamp plan and $25,000,00 for the 
farm tenancy program. Faced with 
this tide, backers of the controver­ 
sial proposal to spend some $2 0 0 ,-

Grid Encounters To Be 


Determined 


COLUMBUS, Feb. 3—The Ohio 
High School Athletic Association’s 
Board of Control was to meet in 
Columbus today 
to 
discuss 
the 
probable ban on post season foot­ 
ball “bowl” games and to study 
controversies em anating from pro­ 
posals that prep athletic schedules 
be curtailed. 
Faced with a pair of “hot po­ 
tatoes” for the first time in several 
months, the board was not expect­ 
ed to hastily rush into any deci­ 
sion on either subject. 
Sentiment in metropolitan areas 
has been decidedly in favor of con­ 
tinuing the “bowl” pigskin tilt idea 
which originated 
last 
December 
when Toledo 
W aite 
and Ports­ 
mouth clashed in Ohio Stadium in 
Columbus. 
Rural 
sections, how­ 
ever, realizing that they derive ab­ 
solutely no benefit 
from such a 
contest, would just as soon see the 
game and resultant fanfare drop­ 
ped. 
Apparently the president is the 
only person who hasn’t been drawn 
into 
the 
schedule 
controversy. 
Again it is a distinct division be­ 
tween urban 
and 
rural 
centers 
which precipitate 
the argumenta. 
Strangely 
enough — or 
not 
so 
strangely — schools 
situated 
in 
cities where 
winning teams are 
frequent are opposed absolutely to 
any schedule reduction. 
Whereas, on the other side, rural 
areas would just as soon follow 
some set rule as to the maximum 
number of games in which they 
might participate and still remain 
in good standing with the all-pow­ 
erful Association. 
In advocating extensive schedul­ 
es, metropolitan 
educators 
have 
cited 
argum ents 
that 
athletics 
keep the 
boys 
from 
“the street 
com ers and pool rooms “ They con­ 
tend that if schedules were cut 
drastically, there would be more 
time available for loafing and its 
sometimes 
accompanying 
conse­ 
quences 
In the country’, where the boys 
milk the cows 
and 
have other 
farm chore* to attend to in their 
spare time, the chief point for a 
“moderate" 
schedule 
system 
is 
health and the possible harm adol­ 
escent physique might suffer from 
too much participation in sports.

County have been experimenting 
for more than a year with croaa- 
pollenization. 
Their work is an 
NYA project supervised by Pro­ 
fessor Ernest L. Nixon of Penn 
State College. 
Aim of the Intensive cross-pol­ 
arization of hundreds of varieties 
is the ultimate development of a 
potato of outstanding mealiness, 
superior flavor and the proper 
size and shape for marketing, alt 
grown in plants which produce 
large yields. 
Already the product of “Camp 
Potato," as the project has been 
appropriately dubbed, has been 
pronounced superior to any potato 
ever grown in Pennsylvania be­ 
fore. 
And potatoes of the past have 
always rated pretty high, accord­ 
ing to state agricultural authori­ 
ties. 
To date, two full crops of sa- 
per-potatoes have been harvested 
at the camp. 
The 1939 crop bae 
been stored for comparison with 
the even finer potatoes anticipat­ 
ed next year.

(2) Sutrition — A great many 
people are on an inadequate total 
food intake or on the verge of semi- 
starvation without knowing it. In 
these people fatigue occurs and cre­ 
ates a vicious circle. Lack of ade­ 
quate food intake induces fatigue; 
fatigue destroys appetite. There­ 
fore, there is a recurrence of lack of 
adequate food intake.

cents to $1.50 per pound and that 
the importing firm has just in­ 
formed its customers that ship­ 
ments to this country have prac­ 
tically come to an end. 
Dr. Perolio estim ated that ty ­ 
phus campaigns in Alabama re­ 
quire the use of approximately 
1,000 pounds of red squill per 
month. 
This is nqt the only form 
of rat poison available but is the 
most desirable as it is not poison­ 
ous to human beings or domestic 
animals.

A lthough this is nor­ 
m ally a vine, it can be sheared 
very satisfactorily for a dw arf 
hedge. 
A low shrubby evergreen 
from the m ountains of W est V ir­ 
ginia, Pachistim a canbyi, will be 
satisfactory if you will give it 
am ple peat m oss in the soil. 
In 
sheltered positions in the eastern 
and southern p a rt of the state, 
you will be able to use dw arf va­ 
rieties of box. 
Q UESTION: Is the shrub, Pho- 
tinia villosa satisfactory here in 
Ohio? 
A N SW ER: The Photinia is per­ 
fectly hardy and, w hether p lan t­ 
ed in the sun or shade, unless the 
ground is unusually dry, will not 
only thrive but produce an excel­ 
lent crop of bright red berries 
each fall.
